I 
pointed out that placing us tinder the Secretary of national Defense 
would contain us within the rsilitary establishment, which was not 
the design at all. Senator Gurney agreed on this point.

Che a ton and I stated that I thought the Admiral was attesting 
make an appointment to see hia. 1 pointed out that General 7 * nden- 
bersr had written General Donovan requesting an appointment, but tha- 
Donovan had not answered our letter. Senator Gurney felt that 
Donovan should have answered the letter, and that this in seme 
measure took the original burden off us in that connection. 

Another suggestion in the Donovan correspondence was that 
Section 202 be deleted in the bill and that the whole matter be 
threshed out at the time detailed legislation is submitted. I 
Indicated that it was my feeling that there could be no harm in 
passing Section 202, as it merely gives legislative status to cur 
Present existence, adding that if General Donovan and hia associates 
wished to make a fight on our detailed functions, that would be 
appropriate at the tine our enabli n g legislation comes up. 
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
